Personality Emergency 


have long been conscious, too, that 
many people are leading inefficient and un- 
happy lives, that the constant necessity 
readjusting the difficulties and problems 
life leaves many stranded, helpless wrecks 
along life’s shore, many more 
drifting with more confusion than direction 
over its somewhat stormy seas. But has 
taken the present war show what has 
really been going on. startling but true 
that the present draft between 500,000 
and 1,000,000 men have been rejected unfit 
for mental, emotional, and neurotic reasons. 
These decisions are difficult for Selective 
Service make but that they are important 
decisions make and that these figures are 
far the conservative side pointed 
out the great number now being returned 
civilian life because inability adjust 
mentally and emotionally the demands 
service life combat. Medical circular No. 
from General Hershey’s office points 
study made 2500 veterans the present 
war discharged from military service and 
returned one state. The medical survey 
found that approximately per cent were 
discharged because they were suffering from 
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mental and emotional disorders which had 
incapacitated them for military duty, while 
6.2 per cent suffering from such disorders 
were ill that they had hospitalized. 
was anticipated the time publication 
that 100,000 men would discharged from 
armed forces during the year for nervous and 
mental reasons. More recently army psychia- 
trists, reporting the publication 
Surgeon, urged more thorough and stricter 
psychiatric examination, asserting that 
study they made men who “broke down” 
their first battle experience only per cent 
suffered actual wounds; the general cause 
trouble was “inadequate personality.” Air 
Commodore Symonds the Royal Air 
Force, reporting the British Medical Jour- 
nal, noted that study 2000 British air- 
men, per cent suffered from various nervous 
disorders disorders which fatigue and 
physical factors played little part. Moreover, 
Congress has just recently put its finger 
the problem the thousands men dis- 
charged who are now incapable emotionally 
going back their old jobs. 


Personality Needs Training 


American education blamed itself when the 
armed forces found American youth poorly 
prepared mathematics and other funda- 
mentals and have gone work those 
deficiencies. How much this condition can 
blamed our educational systems and 
our teachers? How much was due 
traumatic experiences school? How much 
more were these conditions present, least 
embryonic form, during school days when 
they might have been removed had notice and 
interest been taken during those days when 
the child’s nature was plastic? 

This not the place discuss the nature 
mental and emotional disorders but 
well psychiatric science that dis- 
orders personality, far more than any other, 
are the result training through childhood 
and youth. They are reactions certain situ- 
ations life which have become typical and 
habitual. These situations are invariably the 
child’s relations with his adult world, especially 
with his parents and teachers. Thus the child

psychiatrist invariably finds that the child who 
presents probiem either 
copying reacting some form real 
maladjustment found the parents, teachers, 
adult associates, and the therapy usually 
lies there. Freud may criticized for many 
things, but can thank him for directing our 
attention the fact that the seed adult 
neurosis psychosis often was planted 
early maladjustment adjust- 
ment that little wise guidance handling 
that time might have helped. 


Problems the School 


These problems are first the school’s prob- 
lems, for these difficulties are difficulties the 
mind, disorderly habits thinking; and the 
teacher’s job lies directly with the training 
the mind and the development correct 
habits thinking. 

The school takes the child his first 
faltering steps into socialization and turns him 
out years later man meet and solve all 
the problems social living. During that 
time grows not only mentally and physi- 
cally but socially and emotionally. Social and 
emotional growth are the far more sensitive 
and delicate types growth growths more 
complex, more easily stunted, more easily 
damaged. The child’s life one develop- 
ment from complete introversion balanced 
extroversion. Through babyhood, the child 
the center universe which turns all its 
attentions and interests toward him; cannot 
exert influence himself outwardly toward 
society any way. School marks his first real 
opportunity express himself and act 
toward the outside world; becomes part 
little society, must begin series 
little unselfish acts, must here and there 
begin concede personal interests those 
the group, must learn give well 
take. This beginning extroversion in- 
creases all through school and takes real form 
with the awakening the individual’s con- 
sciousness that vital part the world 
and society which comes with adolescence 
and high school and later college. Thus 
becomes more and more extroverted until 
finally, through marriage, the person’s whole 
life becomes one centered others, life 
unselfish work for family. That the 
normal development, but any point the 
child may become fixated even retrogress. 


Our Emotional Needs 


There are other facts. any normal growth 
there are certain prerequisite needs that must 
met before growth can flourish. Biologi- 
cally, need fresh air, sunshine, rest, exer- 
cise, good food; these are not satisfied 
become ill. Psychologically and emotionally, 
also have certain demands, the need for 
security, the need love and loved, 
recognized, important, the need 
“belong,” compete with others equal 
basis. these needs are not met, develop 
mental and emotional disturbances. Further, 
the proper satisfaction these needs more 
important the life the child because his 
emotional life has not been tempered the 
crucible human experience. 


Introverted Personality 


Any psychiatrist teacher familiar with 
the problems that come the clinician’s office 
could point hundreds case histories where 
the mishandling and misunderstanding the 
child school has twisted and distorted the 
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whole inner life. classic example 
appeared well-known New York 
last year. healthy, attractive boy was 
brought the clinic with personality com- 
pletely introverted, inferiority complex 
solidly crystallized and social adjustment 
about the eight-year level. was shy, retir- 
ing, cried continuously, was sensitive and 
backward and had friends. kept him- 
self public and home locked himself 
his room and stared out the window 
the wall for hours. times went into 
hysterical outbursts, was antagonistic his 
brothers and sisters and parents; believed 
was dumb, queer, problem,” would never 
amount anything and that nothing could 
done for him. threatened suicide. 
wanted believe the few good points and 
successes had, but was convinced they 
could not happen him. The boy’s history 
shows that was sensitive and nervous and 
probably went school before was ready 
for it, but, when did start school, many 
years misunderstanding began; there were 
early trips the dunce stool; ribbons were 
tied his hair and his face powdered 
ridicule. There followed years being told, 
overhearing remarks passed parents, 
teachers and physicians, relatives and friends, 
the effect that was “strange,” would 
never amount anything, and one knew 
what with him. Often, his abnormal 
ridiculed parents and teachers. His 
parents were also overstrict many their 
demands and their denial privileges com- 
monly accorded boys his age. Today 
stands definitely prepsychotic, the border 
line full-bloom dementia praecox. 


How Can Help? 


Certainly this the school’s problem. 
are train students meet life, then 
these facts show are failing. Years ago 
realized was the school’s duty watch 
over the student’s physical development and 
instituted full program take care 
it; physical training, health classes, school 
doctors and nurses appeared. What can 
for the student’s mental health? 

The analysis the problem points the 
steps that must taken. ought rec- 
ognize first, however, that our Catholic 
schools have the most fundamental and 
most important instrument for developing 
sound, wholesome personality the religious 
formation and opportunities give our 
students. Scientific and clinical experiences are 
proving every day that the principles 
Catholicism are the backbone perfectly 
adjusted life, the best solution its many 
problems. But that topic for another 
paper; for the present merely point out 
that this value religion might become one 
our points view teaching it. 

The teacher’s job the most difficult, the 
most responsible, the most delicate, and the 
most important the natural world and 
further demands the most superior subjects 
and the finest training. The job done the 
teacher does not cease when the child leaves 
school for continues the life the 
child and later through his children down 
through the ages. Obviously, our teachers must 
among the most select professional group 
the world, select for their patience and under- 
standing and for the wholesomeness their 
own personalities well the other 
desirable qualities. Studies have revealed that 
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this too often not the case. More 
selection candidates, better training, and 
especially better pay attract the best fitted 
are some the requisites here. Teachers must 
good psychologists both natural and 
They need far more familiarity with what 
science can tell human nature than can 
come from simple course educational 
psychology. Such familiarity far more 
important, for example, teaching fifth-grade 
arithmetic than college degree mathe- 
matics. have created the illusion that the 
more complete study human nature the 
work the specialist. All teachers need the 
breadth view and sympathy with human 
nature, the realization that students are 
individuals and differ, and they need 
edge these differences the knowledge that 
each has different temperament, differeni 
background, reacts differently, and must 
treated differently. 


Teachers Must Guide 


Although have guidance officers 
school, obvious that each teacher must 
guidance officer his own classroom 
not just name, relying common sense 
alone, but trained all guidance men are 
trained. For the special guidance department 
the school can handle only few unusual 
cases; the individual teacher must handle the 
countless little problems that crop every 
day, and, more important than that, must 
watch cautiously over the daily adjustments 
students that few problems possible 
may arise. His must the attitude that the 
student the only thing that counts. His 
life far more important than 
mark particular standard marks, 
teacher’s examination the principles 
justice and equality.” These are 
for the student and must sacrificed when 
the student’s welfare demands it. 


Specialists Needed 


need some more adequate organized 
system assistance these problems 
mental health. Though every teacher 
counselor, still need the specialists that 
have today, but their function needs better 
definition and the program greater clarity 
and expansion. Our present guidance men are 
doing the best they can but their duties make 
them everything from information bureaus 
vocational statistics psychological plumbers. 
There seems place for school psy- 
chologist well vocational guidance 
man; and our larger schools and school 
systems well set psychological clinics with 
least consulting psychiatrists 
sary serve wide variety remedial needs. 
Many school systems have initiated this pro- 
gram and some have progressed very far; 
where our Catholic schools stand? 

Finally this point, last order here 
must first order any effectual work 
this problem must studied thoroughly 
school administrators and legislators and the 
effective action begun them must flow 
through the school system and into every 
student’s life. 

This war has taught many lessons and 
there are many ways which look for- 
ward better world after all over; 
educators will learn, and that the solution 
this problem will one the ways 
which the future will give better and 
happier world. 
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Fostering Religious Vocations 
Sister Eunice, 


AVE you ever seen person point 

nun and say with honorable pride: 
postulant? There are many persons, lay 
well religious, who, while they cannot 
claim candidate religion, have been in- 
fluential fostering such vocation. Today, 
more than ever, those who influence young 
people should encourage young men and 
women see the nobility calling the 


state and give them the proper 


guidance. There are number ways 
which persons, matter what their assigned 
work may be, may foster and encourage 
vocations. 

Since well known that convents cannot 
admit anyone and everyone, the first matter 
for consideration the type person desired. 
person who aspires the religious life must 
possess sound principles and live 
specific standards before she accepted 
religious superior. Such person should 
have the conviction that she can best sanctify 
herself and save her soul that state 
well help save the souls others. She 
should have reasonably good health, least 
average intelligence, and good intention. 
Common sense, stability, courteous, sunny 
disposition, and the virtue courage are 
necessary requisites face the sacrifices and 
sufferings that are bound come. Most 
all the candidate must possess the spirit 
obedience and willing hard things. 
This small list requirements, indeed. 
But unless found person with least the 
making such character, would not 
encourage her enter religious life. 

Having found candidate that possesses 
these qualifications, what would about 
it? How would begin? would start the 
way our Lord Himself taught when 
said, “Ask and you shall receive, seek and 
you shall find, knock and shall opened 
unto you.” other words, would pray. 
Let impress upon you that there 
substitute for prayer. Prayer all important 
every state life. Having petitioned the 
Lord grant this person religious vocation, 
would suggest that this person likewise pray. 
What prayers and devotions should one 
advise? 

Since the principal act religion Holy 
Mass, would urge frequent, even daily, 
attendance Mass. this because Mass 
sacrifice and today nobody wants 
make sacrifices. Frequent Holy Communion 
should also encouraged. virtuous and 
remain good Christian one must have the 
food Communion not once 
year, not even once month, but weekly 
and daily possible. Visits the Blessed 
Sacrament should stressed. Out love 
for us, God remains His tabernacles upon 
earth that there may plead for all 
graces. And did not our Lord Him- 
self invite all who labor and are burdened 
come Him for strength and refreshment? 
Mental prayer and yearly retreat are very 
helpful. Many person the silence 
retreat has received the call the reli- 
gious life. 

What about novenas? Perhaps you will 


emphasize novenas. Novenas are good; have 
nothing against them; but they can 
carried too far. The following true incident 
proves point. There was young lady 
who had great admiration for the reli- 
gious life. She wanted nun. Doubts 
kept creeping into her mind this what 
she did. She made novenas about forty 
them forty different churches our city. 
After she had completed her round novenas, 
she still had doubts. she started her prayers 
all over again. This time she made the Way 
the Cross. The sequel the story that 
this young lady ended her devotions not 
being nun all. Undoubtedly, she over- 
prayed her vocation. While novenas are com- 
mendable, they should short. May suggest 
that beautiful prayer from St. Bernard’s pen, 
the Memorare, and the prayer recited 
common the household St. Thomas 
More exquisite gem prayer the 
Salve Regina. 

second way fostering vocations 
teach adolescent youth seek counsel from 
their elders. Strangely enough, youth very 
reticent and, while longing for advice, seldom 
asks it. Therefore, tactful approach 
necessary. Counsel can secured through 
many channels. There are, first all, personal 
interviews. way, many doubts 
youth can cleared up. hardly neces- 
sary mention that someone confides 
older person, such trust sacred and 
should never divulged. Concerning voca- 
tions and the knowing one’s state life, 
the best suggestion have offer that 
youth seek guidance from spiritual father 
the holy tribunal confession. There 
secrets are never, never told. 

Often inspiration can received from 
sermons and instructions. St. Paul has aptly 
said, “the word God living and effica- 
cious, more penetrating than 
sword.” Reading the Scriptures fruitful 
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source advice. few lines the Apostle 
St. Paul sufficed fix the irresolution St. 
Augustine and convert his life. And St. Francis 


Assisi, while hearing the Mass the 


Apostles, heard the Gospel wherein con- 
tained the mission Christ His Apostles 
and the rule evangelical life which gave 
them when sent them out preach; 
bidding them take neither gold, nor silver, nor 
money their purse; nor carry scrip 
nor have two tunics, nor shoes, nor staff. 
Whereupon Francis resolved give his whole 
heart God and shape his life all 
things according the strict rule apostoli- 
cal poverty. These are but two examples, but 
true is, that many passage the Holy 
Bible, when read attentively, will allow the 
Holy Spirit act within the soul the 
reader. Here also the advice St. Jerome 


appropriate. says, day faithful 


the reading some good book.” Recall 
how Ignatius, the soldier, became Ignatius the 
saint reading the lives the saints. 
Sermons often forgotten, but one can 
always have recourse books and pamphlets 
for reflection and meditation. 

Good and holy thoughts can also aroused 
and lives can influenced posting fit 
slogans and apt quotations. Effective, indeed, 
some thought as, “Child, give thy 
heart,” thy Creator the 
days thy youth,” simply. “Come, follow 
Me.” Through this means, without any 
preaching coaxing, vocation may 
born the hearts the young. 

third means for fostering vocation 
personal example. Though placed third, 
far reaching its importance. doubt, all 
can recall some incident that has left lasting 
impression upon their lives. For example, 
see person make the sign the cross 
devoutly, the same. should see 
someone kneel profoundly prayer, 
bound react upon me. Sometimes the 
simplest act can awaken vocation. When 
one happens hear the Sister the kitchen 
singing while she cooks, joyous echo her 
song resounds our own hearts, the corners 
our mouths turn up, and smile lights 
our faces. Who, then, can measure the 
effect good example? one but the 
Almighty Father who will reveal 
that last day when the Book Life opened 
for all read. 

While prayer, advice, personal example 
stand out mountain peaks, there are other 
helps. opinion, one should start 
instill love for the noblest vocation all 
—the religious early childhood. 
Whenever opportunities present themselves, 
they should utilized. only too true 
that, our day, worldliness exalted and 
holiness minimized. well, invite 
young ladies visit convents that they 
may become acquainted with the superiors, the 
Sisters, the history and particular work the 
communities. There saying that reads 
thus: That person most successful life, 
who has found something likes best 
and does it. visiting different communities, 
young people become acquainted with 
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their special work, become curious, and make 
further inquiries. 

this time, you are wondering have 
overlooked such essential point self- 
denial and mortification. Indeed, the 
Roman Emperor Titus considered that day 
lost when had not done some kind act, 
consider that day lost when one has not 
performed some act self-denial. For, mortifi- 
cation the shortcut the heart God. 
Nowadays, young people are given things for 
the mere asking —no sacrifices are demanded 
them. And without sacrifice one never 
learns accept the hard things life. 
Imagine parents paying their children wash 
dishes, dust, mop floor. Certainly, there 
task expected every ordained 
so. Well know that our Blessed Lady 
cooked, washed, baked, sewed. Mary the 
model and ideal every young person who 
aspires the religious life. that same 
household there was another model, Christ 
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Jesus. love the Mother must love 
the Son. our Brother, our Redeemer. 
not Jesus, the Master, who calls the 
young serve His handmaids religion? 
Unfortunate that many call, many 
vocation falls, like the barren seed the 
Gospel story, the wayside and never bears 
fruit. This sad, for workers are needed 
the future, Europe, Africa, South 
America, China, India. with this 
crying need for religious workers, the 
job each one our bit guide 
the minds and hearts the young their 
proper choice state life. Opportunities 
often arise unsolicited and utilized become 
the guideposts the Lord new road 
life. closing, let throw the challenge 
you all make the most these oppor- 
tunities secure worthy members for your 
communities and help youth your prayers, 
good advice, and example. Many persons will 
thereby save their souls, become saints, and 
praise the Father all forever heaven.

But not 
too anxious identify the various 
characters your immediate environ- 
ment. 


Mr. Noet All, who had once written 
master’s thesis upon that very difficult topic, 
“What happens the interval when pres- 
ident comes and the ex-president leaves” 
made the motion according rule had 
read book parliamentary procedure. 
believed obeying all rules except the 
one that read, “No smoking here.” Nature 
was rather kind him. was six feet two 
and the bottom his nose was headed 
upward direction. This made rather easy 
for him display scorn and displeasure 
all such meetings. chorus approvals 
greeted the motion. 

Mrs. M.T. Sound, who managed teach 
day school, run home with four children 
it, write books how happy though 
married, and operate chain hot-dog 
stands, spoke: “The acceleration those 
forces destiny have made catch 
with our progress. view this rate 
change, imperative that get our stu- 
dents understand the passing scenes. The 
old course antiquated and should 
junked.” 

the mention that last word, Mr. 
Kommen Cents narrowed his left eye and 
spoke softly: “Do understand, that, 
the teaching history economics, you 
would discard basic principles.” Mrs. M.T. 
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Sound didn’t get chance answer that 
objection. Miss Lotta Wind, fresh from one 
the eastern universities, was her feet. 
You could see fire her two good green eyes,

“We are facing crisis, one which threatens 
the very existence our very civilization. 
What are doing help the children that 
have been entrusted us? Can truly say 
that these children understand the singular 
contribution economic theory made the 
law diminishing returns? Are they aware 
the new interpretation given the psycho- 
logical school what really happened 
Valley Forge? they know the different 
ways which can change the world 
today that will different tomorrow?” 

There was hush finished 
Here was contribution worthy chairman 
who could impress his teachers. was much 
better than the chairman the Sunnyville 
High School who would always say his 
teachers, “If you have heard this joke before, 
don’t stop me.” 

Mr. Noet All was ready with unique idea: 
inches. May pass out dozen slips to. each 
teacher. can write all our ideas upon these 
slips, vote about their acceptance dem- 
ocratic fashion, and thus create 
that will withstand any criticism.” 

Miss Lotta Wind once seconded this 
great intellectual contribution. “If follow 
this procedure,” she suggested, “only those 
who are Fascists and narrow-minded bigots 
bent upon destroying the 
upon which our country built, dare differ 
with Mr. Kommen Cents had objec- 
tion make: “If group cannibals decided 
eat missionary, would the fact that they 
had arrived that decision majority 
vote make democratic and sound?” Mrs. 
M.T. Sound, who sat back Mr. Kommen 
Cents, merely raised her little finger the 
side her head and then made circular 
motion which was obvious all but the 
objector. His contribution was neglected and, 
vote taken, the idea the yellow slips 
was adopted. 

The time was ripe for Mr. Betu Toit 
speak. generally took the last row and 
seat the room conference time. Since 
was small stature, would generally 
sit upon stack books. the opportune 
time, would quote from the latest book. 
And now held his hand educational 
tome that was just off the press entitled, “Last 
Principles Curriculum Construction the 
Unsocial Studies” Professor Nair Tawt- 
achild, Cunia University.

Mr. Betu Toit skipped page and 
read the words page “to fool the 
child.” the top page have the 
correct ending, which reads, con- 
struct curriculum based precepts 
morality.” the bottom page 55, you

Everybody was angry Mr. Kommen 


for finding this error. The chairman 


banged his desk for order. had one 
eye his watch. only have ten minutes 
left which write that curriculum. 
let’s begin!” All the teachers wrote rapidly 
and the end eight minutes, the chairman 
collected the slips paper. glanced 
through several them and then spoke: 
“Here intelligent suggestion, ‘Let 
abolish teaching the history this country 
for the past two hundred years. Since are 
here, why waste time why 
Instead let’s teach the difference between why 
people want buy overcoat for ten dollars 
and why they want buy different overcoat 
for ten dollars and ten cents.’” “That would 
give the teacher chance explain the 
laws consumption. course, that must 
our new syllabus,” was the comment 
Mr. Kine Hart. Another slip paper caught 
his eye. was written Mr. Kommen 
Cents. Half aloud and half himself, the 
chairman read the following: fish factory 
any other name still smells the same. 
this mania for change, think that new 
title can alter the essence those eternal 
truths refuse see.” With little dramatic 
flare, the chairman tossed the paper into 
the air, and almost with perfect aim landed 
the wastebasket the side the desk. 


What Can the Social Agency 
tor the School? Sister Mary John, 


VERY teacher experience has worried 
over Jane Bill who has failed 
school achievement spite ability 
better work. The enigma presented day- 
dreaming Shirley remains unsolved because 
Sister cannot follow the child into the home 
become cognizant the domestic life. 
multitude problems confront the perplexed 
teacher who realizes her helplessness probe 
basic causes. There felt need for assistance 
yond the ken the classroom teacher, and 
further need for closer cooperation between 
the school and social agencies, especially the 
Catholic charities operative many dioceses 
the United States. 


Teacher Sees Only Symptoms 

Many so-termed problems are symptoms 
deeper personality disturbances. Hence, the 
teacher ought possess some knowledge 
child psychology and mental hygiene 
enable her recognize some the more 
common symptoms related personality mal- 
adjustments. parent teacher may rec- 
ognize symptoms scarlet but the 
physician treats the disease which the 
problem. Likewise with the problem child, the 
teacher should able discern certain symp- 
tomatic forms behavior which will warrant 
referral social agency for diagnosis and 
treatment. Such symptoms (1) truancy, 
(2) failure schoolwork, (3) antisocial be- 
havior, (4) neglect, (5) withdrawal, (6) ag- 
gressiveness, presented over period 


time, indicate personality maladjustment, 
and usually this stems from the home. The 
actual problem, not the symptoms, becomes 
the basis for study and treatment. Involved 
home conditions can never treated the 
classroom; therefore, the teacher’s treatment 
symptoms will never solve the problem 
rooted domestic incompatibility, rejection, 
sibling rivalry, poverty. Why? Because 
the time-consuming element, lack training 
case-work analysis and treatment, and in- 
ability tap the various means help open 
social agencies the use which demand 
knowledge policies existent among the 
social agencies. 


Illustration 

Sara, nine years old, was repeater 
the second grade when she was transferred 
from the neighboring public school the local 
parochial school. After month seemingly 
unprofitable labor the part her Sister 
teacher, appeal was made the school 
social worker. The child was referred 
neglected, unable read, aggressive, and un- 
truthful. When corrected school, Sara would 
fly into rage and refuse conform 
school regulations. The worker’s interview 
with Sara confirmed the teacher’s report. 
Underweight and stunted growth, Sara was 
sorry spectacle neglect. visit the 
home revealed bad housing, poor housekeep- 
ing, and poverty. The mother, thin, little 
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glanced his timepiece: “We have two 
minutes go. All favor adopting the 
new syllabus and giving authority ex- 
clude immaterial and irrelevent ideas, say 
chorus filled the room with but 
one dissenting voice. Nobody paid any atten- 
tion Mr. Kommen Cents. All then made 
dash for the exit and second the room 
was clear, with thé exception Mr. Kine 
Hart and Mr. Kommen Cents. The chairman 
put his arm around the shoulders his 
teacher and together they walked the 
staircase. the top landing, the chairman 
counted the number steps. There were 
exactly number. Then threw the 
yellow slips into the air. All the slips that 
landed that portion the stairs bounded 
went into his right coat pocket. All 
the slips that landed that portion the 
stairs bounded 14, went into his left 
coat pocket. The bewildered teacher merely 
managed say, “What’s the idea?” With 
look scorn, the chairman gave his explana- 
tion: life based the principle 
chance which turn the basis natural 
selection. Why should differ from Life itself? 
leave everything chance. All the 
slips that landed steps one seven will 
into the incinerator. The rest will used 
make our new syllabus which will 
the mail tomorrow. And next month, will 
have new textbook ready teach the new 
syllabus.” 


woman, who gave the impression weariness, 
told the worker her plight. The father was 
out the home, and she was obliged 
seek aid from the public relief department. 
Sara the third six children, two whom 
were baptized, and all whom were need 
clothing and proper food. The St. Vincent 
Paul Society conference readily assisted 
with clothing, coal, and toys. 

Repeated visits brought light the real 
source Sara’s trouble. The child had been 
rejected the mother from birth and was 
made the target taunts and mistreatment. 
The other children the home were en- 
couraged beat Sara who was compelled 
sit corner while her sisters slapped and 
struck her. often happened, when the 
child was ready leave for school, that her 
coat hat would missing, and, amid the 
jibes and taunts the others, she would 
compelled hatless and coatless school. 

Through the worker’s interviews with the 
teacher, knowledge the home situation 
awakened Sister deep sympathy for 
Sara. Sister finally came realize that the 
girl’s aggressiveness and temper tantrums fol- 
lowed defiance were not leveled her but 
were evidences rebellion against the home 
situation. Sara responded quickly Sister’s 
understanding attitude and one day voiced her 
appreciation thus: “Say, you’re friend, 
aren’t you?” The kind interest Sister 
spurred Sara endeavor please her teacher 
friend. spite her low mentality, the 
child was able overcome her reading dis- 
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ability the extent that she was reading 
the second-grade level when school closed 
June. 


Social Worker Needed 


Admitting that per cent the per- 
sonality problems met the classroom origi- 
nate the home, and that the teacher may 
recognize, but not treat, symptoms, the 
the school social worker become 
link between the school and the home the 
treatment the problems. the problem 
too deep seated, seems so, referral made 
the Catholic Child Guidance Clinic for 
diagnosis and recommended treatment. Skill 
diagnostic study and follow-up thera- 
peutic treatment essential avoid damag- 
ing results the child. 

The first step the study school be- 
havior problem the collection data that 
will reveal school accomplishment and home 
and social background. complete picture 
the life the child possible from 
prenatal the present time the aim. The 
developmental, medical, and social history 
the child compiled through visits and dis- 
cussions with parents, teachers, relatives, and 
the child himself. Any agencies that are inter- 
ested the child family are consulted. 
After evaluation the problem the 
light the information gathered, decision 
arrived conference with the super- 
visor the family department the Cath- 
olic Charities whether not total 
study indicated. total study includes 
both psychological and psychiatric 
gations. psychological study helps 
determine the ability the child learn: 
psychiatric study discover the causes 
the child’s maladjustment. The psycho- 
logical study preliminary psychiatric 
study. completion the psychiatric study, 
conference called. the case may 
require, this attended the psychiatrist, 
psychologist, supervisor the family depart- 
ment, the worker, and, possible, the pastor 
and teacher. the conclusion the con- 
ference, recommendations are made for 
the child adjust. If, however, the teacher 
not present, becomes the duty the worker 
interpret the recommendations far the 
school involved the treatment. The 
parents are informed, and follow-up case 
work will continue both with the child and 
with the home until adjustment made. 
the recommendation for medical care and 
the parents cannot take over, the worker 
makes the clinic appointments and assumes 
responsibility for the keeping the appoint- 
ments. The services skilled nutritionist 
are available when dietary requirements call 
for such services. 


the Home 

Should placement recommended, place- 
ment conference scheduled. this confer- 
ence are present the Director Catholic 
Charities, his assistant, supervisors the 
family and children’s departments, the psy- 
chologist, the psychiatrist, the worker attached 
the institution recommended, the 
school social worker, and sometimes the pastor. 
the child accepted Catholic Charities 
for placement, the school social worker as- 
sumes responsibility explain and get the 
consent the parents, living, and the 
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pastor, did not attend the conference. 
Arrangements for complete physical exami- 
nation are made the worker, and again 
the task the worker see that this 
carried out completion and record 
the same filed. Her work does not cease when 
the child placed, but rather begins, for 
child placed out the home permanently. 
Work intended rehabilitate the home com- 
mences the day the child leaves the home; 
other words, when the child leaves the home 
the preparatory work for his return begins. 

Arrangement for placement the child 
special class, special school, remedial work 
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are part the follow-up program the school 
social worker.

much Catholic life itself depends 
the ideals that inspire it. The philosophy 
the Catholic school library utilize every 
opportunity cooperate with the school 
the formation the perfect Christian 
true and finished man character.” must 
attend pupil interests, attitude, tastes, ap- 
preciations, and skills addition the ac- 
cumulation knowledge. 


Educating Pupils and Parents 


From what has been said one will conclude 
that the library primarily service agency, 
serving faculty, parents, and pupils. Yes even 
parents are included the school librarian’s 
schedule service! Often parents are con- 
demned for not instilling their children the 
love for literature. Educators suppose that 
parents are capable passing this heritage, 
but are negligent the matter. The school 
librarian recognizes the injustice such con- 
demnation. The truth parents not have 
full knowledge the reading needs their 
children, nor they have the means satisfy 
them. parent who sees reading merely 
method killing hour two cannot ex- 
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pect awaken his child breathless 
anticipation the sight book jacket. 
The librarian knows there are parents who 
though they themselves appreciate good books 
have not the slightest idea how instill 
like appreciation their children. Such 
parents need educated the principles 
involved giving boy girl sound 
literary background. There are the parents 
who have read their childhood the Bobbsey 
Twins, the Elsie Dinsmore, the Rover Boys, 
and the Tom Swifts books, which never gave 
any child foundation for literary apprecia- 
tion. This childhood diet has been responsible 
for many parents never reaching the literary 
level which they were capable and finally 
losing interest and enthusiasm for all reading. 
Today there wealth beautifully written 
books for children. field interest 
neglected. The illustrations are breath taking. 
Side side with these, however, are still the 
mediocre and the serial books. The school 
librarian will not give the parent rigid pat- 
tern since children are high individualists. And 
individuals that readers are born. 
The school librarian has daily contacts with 
the children. She knows them intimately and 
individually well she knows her books 
and authors. Parents should consult her when 
they wish select books for the home library 
for gifts. 

The library teaching agency having 
the direct responsibility teaching the use 
books and the library the child. 
effective agency the reading program. 
While the library has contribution make 
regard every area work study 
the school has special contribution 
make the highly important field read- 
ing. plants the seed and brings fruition 
the apostleship Catholic literature. con- 
cerns itself, not only with the mechanics 
reading but with the apostolate reading. 


Guidance Agency 


The library vital factor the guidance 
program. Guidance needed all teacher 
and pupil alike. The librarian reaches all 
informal way with Christian helpfulness and 
good fellowship. the busy whirl the 
day’s routine the business bringing the 
right book and the right child together the 
librarian’s most important job. But, looking 
the horizon, she discovers that hers the 
added duty bringing the right library ma- 
terials the right teacher the right time.

want give. And they have tremendous 
gift offer. Let accept their gratitude, 
their criticism, their contributions.

Zealous 
pastors erect palatial school buildings and 
make little provision for books. The 
value the school not its bricks;

What Can Learn 
From Education? 


There was recently extremely inter- 
esting radio program “What Can 
Learn From G.I. Education,” the text 
which was printed the official biweekly 
publication the Office Educa- 
tion, Education for Victory. was 
timely and significant subject. shall 
take the points this broadcast 
starting point for this series editorials. 

The two distinguished representatives 
the armed forces, Admiral Randall Jacobs 
and Major General Walter Weible, im- 
mediately disclaimed the discovery any 
new philosophy education, new dis- 
coveries. have invented nothing 
says General Weible. And Admiral Jacobs 
chimes in: “I’m afraid the Navy 
can’t claim any world-shaking ‘discoveries’ 
education.” short, the fabulous claims 
the contributions the armed forces 
will make education after the war the 
discoveries during the war are discounted, 
even disclaimed. 

G.I. Education, the ordinary sense, 
the education which the army gives 
G.I. Joe; and may applied the 
similar training the navy. But, say the 
representatives the armed forces, the 
name misnomer. Said the navy rep- 
resentative the army representative who 
suggested the name was misnomer: 

most certainly carries the 
implication being ‘G.I.’ the sense 
General Issue. me, General Issue means 
something standard that can and 
distributed the whole service without 
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change modification. Navy education 
isn’t like that.” 

any rate, good have this 
suggestion from the armed forces that edu- 
cation can too standardized. Some stand- 
ardization curriculum and organization 
necessary, and dealing with such large 
numbers persons succeeding each other 
such large groups with such limited times 
and such specific objectives, would 
surprising there were not considerable 
standardizing, great deal more than the 
broadcast suggested. 

There doubt that the armed forces 
various devices interviewing, screen- 
ing, classification, aptitude tests, intel- 
ligence tests show commendable interest

successful general education. But 
there are some general aspects G.I. that 
need note. The first that 
largely practical, vocational training.

This even 
when grant, do, the point raised 
the broadcast, that the individual 
his not know all the re- 
sources modern training have com- 
plete self-knowledge, they may have 
purely temporary transient purposes. 

fundamental was raised 
the broadcast, which might put this 
form: what extent the success 
G.I. education dependent the general 
education and experience 
brought G.I. Joe? The Admiral 
pointed out: 

like say this: That the success 
our intensive training methods has 
depended entirely how well grounded 
were the trainees fundamental common 
school education. Every possible emphasis 
should given improving the quality 
and thoroughness public school edu- 
cation.” 

The text indicates clearly that public 
school education meant here what 
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“common school education” meant above, 
namely, elementary education, now includ- 
ing the junior high school. 

much for introducing the subject. 
G.I. education mainly training voca- 
tional skills intensive methods for 
limited periods. From should not 
expect revolutionary discoveries educa- 
tional philosophy nor educational meth- 
ods. The fabulous claims for are dis- 
counted the the program 
both the armed forces. the field 
practical training, many techniques and 
methodological improvements may 
expected. the field general education, 
cultural education, the specific educa- 
tional training may not helpful. But the

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The Effects Reading the Adolescent

HAT effect has reading the adoles- 

cent? few months ago, had 
absolutely scientific proof that reading 
had any effect for either good evil. There 
was plenty theorizing from armchairs and 
desks. Numerous articles had been written 
about what individuals thought might the 
effects certain books magazines, but 
there was nothing which would stand 
against the skeptical lawyer 
This fact was made only too evident the 
fall 1943 when the Post Office Department 
carried proceedings prohibit one the 
current magazines from using second-class 
mailing rights. For centuries had presumed 
that reading material was objectively good 
bad, and, such, could have either good 
bad effect the reader. English programs, 
history objectives, and literature courses had 
frequently been based upon the theory that 
reading material could inculcate ideals. Not 
only Catholic schools but whole city systems 
had adopted this point view. Was right? 
thought so, but there was proof. 

view the seriousness the situation 
and the dire need facts, Dr. 
Thomas Verner Moore, O.S.B., head the 
department psychology the Catholic Uni- 
versity America, initiated and directed the 
present study The Effects Reading 
Moral Conduct and Emotional Experience. 
Questionnaires were sent seven schools 
various parts the United States from 
Spokane, Wash., Brooklyn, Both 
public and Catholic schools cooperated and 
our conclusions are based responses from 
2308 subjects, 660 whom were boys and 
1648 were girls. The subjects were drawn 
from the high schools and the age range 
from years with few overage stu- 
dents 19. 

give adequate picture the technique 
employed securing truthful, frank answers, 
the wealth material obtained from 
the answers the students. Suffice say 
that the study, itself, have been able 
include forty pages direct quotations from 
the responses the subjects, pages which 
give overwhelming qualitative proof what 
reading can mean the life the individual. 
The following are but samples these 
quotations: 

was short story about altar boy 
religious magazine who wanted become 
priest but didn’t know had voca- 
tion. did like did. prayed the 
Blessed Mother and went morning Mass 
often possible.” 

“There was cartoon book Cath- 
olic boy who was known few 
people the parish and was quite popular. 
showed him walking around corner and 
looking around see anyone had seen him 
because had been with bunch boys 
who had done wrong. That seems 
conscience every time with certain 
mob boys.” 

“After reading Robin Hood brother and 
got together the kids the neighborhood 
and picked sides and fought.” 


“Often after reading worth-while book, 
find myself doing things that read about 
other characters. Once found myself 
actually setting the table without being told.” 

“Sometimes the pictures see some 
magazines give impure thoughts and make 
feel low. not especially care looking 
these pictures.” 

(As result seeing illustrations maga- 
zines) did wrong this. was aroused 
and wanted get into sexual intercourse.” 

“The book made think too much about 
the horrible things life.” 

“Dark Symphony teaches treat col- 
ored boys and girls just like white ones.” 

“Burnished Chalices gave courage 
carry on.” 

was difficult not hate the Japs after 
reading 

“The Road made realize how 
much the Negro needs help and how much 
injustice has been done them. aroused 
sympathy and aroused love for Christ.” 

“After reading Good-bye Mr. Chips saw 
that learning did not mean anything unless 
put into our work the things learn, 
especially love for our neighbors.” 

Even more telling are the correlations 
have obtained the relationship between 
both magazines and books and the kind 
effect produced. One the items the 
questionnaire was: What books magazines 
have had good effect you? bad effect 
you? The students listed the books and 
magazines which they thought had affected 
them for good evil. From the books and 
magazines given, list books and list 
were compiled and submitted 
competent authorities. They were asked 
judge whether not they thought the books 
and magazines were fit unfit for adoles- 
cents, moral grounds. (The books were 
submitted one group nine independent 
judges; the magazines another group.) 
Although there not sufficient space de- 
scribe the process rating the books and 
magazines, feel made objective 
and foolproof humanly possible. Using 
the tetrachoric correlation technique, 
found the coefficient correlation between 
kind book and kind effect .958 
between kind magazine and 
kind effect produced, .992 3890). This 
means that book magazine has 
effect the reader, the effect will almost cer- 
tainly accord with the nature the 
book magazine. book magazine 
fit for adolescents competent judges will 
almost certainly have good effect; book 
magazine judged unfit will almost certainly 
have bad effect. From our data, are 
unable say how often books and maga- 
zines have affected individuals. That 
point which would bear investigation. How- 
ever, from casual inspection the re- 
sponses, could tentatively predict that 
very few readers, any, escape without

our study, classified magazines into 
six categories follows: Catholic maga- 
zines; (II) science, hobbies, business; (III) 
magazines the N.O.D.L. lists plus few 
more; (IV) certain popular illustrated maga- 
zines and comics; (V) movie and radio; (VI) 
all others. have secured correlations be- 
tween these classes magazines and sex re- 
sponses the questionnaire for all age levels 
within the high school and for both boys and 
girls. idea what has been obtained, 
include the following figures for boys and 
girls 2308). 

Correlation between sex responses and 
magazines of: 

None the correlations are high, but the 
correlations Class III and sex responses 
assumes importance when contrasted with 
those for other classes magazines. 

answer questions another section 
the questionnaire, per cent stated that 
books had aroused their emotions; per 
cent that magazines had; per cent that il- 
lustrations had. Thirty-six per cent said bad 
thoughts had been aroused books; per 
cent that they had been aroused 
magazines. 

From these figures and others our study, 
can conclude that have statistically 
significant data for the statement that read- 
ing material can influence conduct for good 
evil accordance with the nature the 
reading material. There also validation for 
the technique used making lists such 
the N.O.D.L., and current library lists for 
adolescents. Reading can powerful in- 
fluence for either good evil. can use 
build character break down. aid 
teachers and directors, appended our 
study list 185 magazines and 327 books 
with our ratings and the appraisal the stu- 
dents. These lists together with three biblio- 
graphies comprising more than 290 titles 
should value others who will much 
needed research the field reading. Many 
problems need intensive study; few these 
problems have tried point out 
went along, but others will come light 
only more and more work done the 
field. Let hone that superintendents, prin- 
cipals, and teachers may become 
aware the urgency the situation. From 
evidence hand. one wonders how many 
these leaders have the slightest idea the 
daily conflict the hearts and minds and 
souls their charges.

formal lesson spelling might benefit high 
school students whether the students 
that level had developed enough critical 
attitude toward spelling make such pro- 
cedure unwarranted, decided test four 
sophomore geometry students.

err gravely when leave room

subjects, or, worse still, sharply cut the cur- 
riculums into strictly secretarial and classical 
cubicies.

From the first 
lesson the student stenography begins 
think more quickly than before and act 
more promptly putting upon paper the 
picture her mental impressions. She under- 
goes mental gymnastics which are sure cure 
for sluggish slovenly mental habits. The 
mind awakened, becomes alert, quick, and 
active; hearing made more keen, and the 
hand trained execute with precision and 
rapidity. mental culture stenography 
study compares favorably with other subjects. 
many respects resembles the study 
foreign languages. The mental 
volved are much alike. The same facilities 
are developed and trained reason, memory, 
observation, comparison, investigation, judg- 
ment, and conclusion. Both give the student 
better command the mother tongue; 
both, the grammatical laws language are 
the basis interpretation; both give exercise 
spoken language; both introduce stu- 
dent literature. Where correlated with other 
subjects, such English, history, and geog- 
raphy, dictation may given class which 
will serve create lively interest the 
subject hand, and the same time afford 
stenographic practice. 
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Stenography and English 

The intimate existing between the 
study stenography and that English 
makes these subjects mutually helpful the 
course. pursue course stenography 
without good English like 
building house upon sand. Learning stenog- 
raphy study English from the practical 
side, giving the student specific, utilitarian 
training the mother tongue. The student

This 
the proper and most effective way teach 
spelling. 

The use the typewriter makes the opera- 
tor his own critic. commonly known what 
skill and technique English the typesetter 
acquires. The writing machine affords even 
greater advantages this direction. The 
operator not only sets the type, but also 
reads the proof. For discipline practical 
English there training better than that 
proofreading.

The value typewriting, considered 
instrument manual training, great, but 
cultivating rapid thought and quick action, 
accuracy, neatness, and general utility serves 
yet higher purpose. The general discipline 
gained learning typewriting alone places 
the study among the most important educa- 
tional agencies modern times. 

The study stenography and typewriting 
cultivates concentration. this age intense 
mental and physical activity, competition 
compels you fight the battles strenuous 
life. Our schools must shape their courses 
develop concentration the forces 
youth.

Letter writing among adults generally 
their solitary form written composition, 
and consequently the teaching letters should 
important part any English course.

period; -but less material lesson often 
means faster progress the end. 

Then successive days, the salutation, 
the body, and the closing and signature were 
similarly taught. Thus week’s time, 
class was thoroughly acquainted with the form 
friendly letter, each part having been 
overlearned and overpracticed. 
mained only the problem retaining what 
had been learned. 

Any drill should frequent, exact, and 
short. Hence, letter writing became 
exercise, thoroughly understood the pupils, 
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and consuming only five minutes class 
time. Every day each pupil wrote short 
friendly letter the opening minutes the 
English period. 

soon the class entered the room, 
monitor distributed paper, some prear- 
ranged and sensible method, and the pupils 
went work immediately. Since, design, 
the body the letter was only three 
four lines long, three minutes the most 
were required often two minutes sufficed 
pens the teacher’s signal were down, and 
the last pupil each row left the papers 
the respective front desks. The teacher then 
rapidly scrutinized each paper, noting the 
heading; the spelling certain words, such 
Massachusetts, truly, sincerely; the mar- 
gins; and the punctuation. One error any 
kind made the letter worthless, and the writer 
was required four other short letters, 
either the close school home. The 
original papers being returned the pupils, 
the back the paper served for other work 
the English period, economy time 
and paper. 

the weeks went by, the errors form 
became simply negligible, creeping only 
when the teacher’s vigilance 
About once week, new type friendly 
letter was taught, notebook used record 
the variation, and, for succeeding period, 
the pupils were asked devote the body 
the daily letter the latest kind. Thus, 
addition mere news letters, there were 
developed letters invitation, thanks, 
condolence, congratulation, and the like. 
about two months, the various kinds 
friendly letter were thus familiar the class, 
while the mere form became ingrained and 
unconscious habit. While the work was pri- 
marily concerned with the form the letter, 
the brevity the thought content often led 
better sentence structure. 

very striking gain, however, was the 
class habits established during this exercise. 
occupied valuable minutes the beginning 
lesson, which too often are total loss, 
whether due poor class attitudes care- 
lessness the part the teacher. puts 
the burden getting work squarely 
the pupils’ shoulders. permitted the teacher 
supervise corridor filing; attend 
certain unavoidable details the desk; 
find minute for the unending interrup- 
tions junior high school work, wartime 
almost without number. Thus there was 
economy time and effort. The English 
period too short is; and using 
five carefully planned minutes and the work 
can done less—a teacher can accom- 
plish more than suspected. Particularly for 
new teachers, for long-term substitutes, 
such procedure invaluable, both for 
accomplishing some important work and, what 
less significant, for avoiding those idle 
minutes, which the beginning period 
often lead mischief and trouble. 

Such plan was used from September until 
the Christmas holidays. After that, business 
letters with all their variations were taught. 
The daily plan continued for months, subject 
interruption the needs the class arose. 
this way, using only few minutes that 
might easily wasted, junior high school 
pupils were able great amount 
substantial and necessary work the writing 
letters.

Football Spelling Game for Grade High School 
Brother Eugene Ledger, 


Football season just beginning and your 
pigskin-minded pupils are probably their 
annual gridiron mood. quite possibie 
that you, your English classes, can cash 
some this natural interest football, 
particularly during your spelling lessons. One 
method playing this football spelling 
game which guaranteed arouse definite 
concern your pupils the exact spell- 
ing those 500 more common words that 
give trouble. 

This game has one unusual feature: there 
are two balls the field the same time, 
moving opposite directions. Thus, since the 
balls never change hands, the yardage each 
team not lost first down not made. 
This will become clear the game further 
explained. 

After large football field has been drawn 
with colored chalk with show-card colors, 
the class divided according intelligence 
into two equal teams and captain ap- 
pointed for each. First comes the kickoff. 
The captain one team kicks off spelling 
the first word correctly. This earns his team 
twenty-yard advance from their own goal 
line. This advance called the runback. Then 
the other team’s captain given the same op-

portunity for runback. The purpose hav- 
ing both balls move the same time is, 
course, insure interest and attention 
both teams. 

Next, the second man the first team 
gets word which worth three yards 
spells correctly. However, misses it, 
his team loses two yards. Then the second 
man the other team has his turn, and 
on. Whenever the captain has his turn, 
may try, cares to, for forward pass 
worth fifteen yards. misses, the penalty 
ten-yard loss. The first team cross the

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Correcting Defective Speech

The state Oregon its Department 
Special Education has inaugurated program 
speech correction which yielding rich 
returns. means in-service training 
teachers, speech clinics, and summer courses, 
the work speech rehabilitation has made 
rapid progress. doubt, teachers other 
states will interested the procedures used 
for the correction articulatory defects 
advanced Dr. Lassers, Oregon supervisor 
speech correction, and other authorities 
the field. 

Most elementary school teachers have, 
doubt, encountered speech defects and speech 
defectives various times and have felt 
concern for pupils thus handicapped. must 
admitted, however, that many these 
children have passed from grade grade 
hampered the same speech defects with 
which they entered school. Not only have they 
been unable correct their speech, but count- 
less other defects maladjustments fre- 
quently have been superimposed upon them 
result their increasing awareness 
their problems and the consequent effects 
personality. During the adolescent age, 
particular, what youth will not cringe face 
repeated failures social conversation, 
they defects articulation, stammering, 
other related disorder? This unhappy situation 
would not common teachers would 
become more speech conscious and familiarize 
themselves with the techniques speech cor- 
rection they would but realize the value 
speech education these times when 
many demands are made individuals for 
correct and effective speaking. the 
most important social tool 
says Dr. Lassers his mimeo- 
graphed book, for the Classroom 
Teacher Speech Improvement. This author 
evaluates training speech most 
fundamental and creative task the teacher 
can perform.” 


Know the Sounds 


The first thing teacher must 
become thoroughly familiar with every sound 
herself. She must know the placement 
tongue, lips, jaw, and soft palate sound 
production. using mirror, the instructor 
can acquaint herself with sound placement; 
and this method, together with study 
diagrams books speech correction, will 
clarify the various positions the speech 
organs. Visual and kinesthetic stimulation 
sound production needs supplemented 
sharp auditory acuity. The concept 
letters must give place that sounds 
which there are least 40, contrast the 
notion 26, held some.

The Diagnosis 

There are definite steps followed 
dealing with articulatory defects. Before one 
can begin speech-correction program, 
necessary discover the specific errors 
substitutions made.

Reading-readiness books, such Come and 
See (Follett Publishing Company), often fur- 
nish suitable pictures for this purpose. Pic- 
tures used should call for responses that are 
simple sound elements. Consonant blends, 
for example, and words with more than one 
articulatory difficulty should avoided. 
practicable substitute for the picture test cards 
might real objects scrapbook contain- 
ing colored pictures. would well follow 
these informal tests with commercial ones, 
such the cards produced Scott, Foresman 
and Company the Handy Pack Speech 
Testing Cards (Stoelting Company, Chicago, 
The former cards are colored and have 
pictures representing the sounds the three 
positions. Clara Stoddard’s book, Sounds for 
Little Folks (Expression Company) also 
excellent for testing. Better Speech and Better 
Reading Schoolfield will provide good 
material for children who can read. 


Interest the Child 


The next step make the child aware 
that makes errors. Here tact and sympa- 
thetic understanding come into play, for 
possible create additional difficulty 
causing other undesirable 
attitudes the child because his handicap. 
Many children, and even adults, are totally 
ignorant the fact that they lisp, distort, 
omit, substitute sounds. Van Riper his 
book, Speech Correction, cautions the teacher 
against any such mistake and suggests that 
she “approach the speech inadequacy the 
child with the same calm, objective, unemo- 
tional attitude that she approaches inade- 
quacy any other skill The 
pupil should praised for what does well; 
and only after certain confident self-assur- 
ance has been established should one his 
errors brought his attention. 

The next phase the program has 
with the determination causes. There might 
organic causes, such defective hearing, 
brain lesions resulting from high fever 
infancy, birth injury infections, teeth irreg- 
ularities, cleft palate, harelip, tied tongue. 
the majority cases, however, the source 
the trouble functional; that is, physi- 
cal basis can assigned definite cause 
for speech defects. Among these functional 
causes are immaturity, imitation, shift 
handedness, poor co-ordination, lack mo- 
tivation, anticipation child’s needs when 
should made speak, inadequate ad- 
justment, and poor auditory memory span for 
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sounds. Needless say, something must 
done eliminate least counteract the 
causes the child’s difficulties. With the help 
the school nurse, the parents, and others 
who are position contribute their help, 
the teacher often can bring about 
adjustment and consequent improvement, 


Train the Ear 


this stage the corrective 
the all-important work ear training enters, 
strongly formed habit sudden transition 
from the wrong the correct production 
word sound, must have systematic and 
intensive ear training. 

Van Riper his book, already mentioned, 
subdivides this auditory training into four 
steps stimulation, identification, 
and discrimination. discussing the first step, 
isolation, necessary bear mind that 
“Wabbit” will remain “wabbit” until can 
learn isolate and identify the sound 
part another configuration, “rabbit.” And 
behooves the teacher begin slowly and 
carefully. She must have the pupil listen 
nonsense syllables containing the sound the 
three positions; for example, re, ra, ro; ara, 
ora, era; ar; eer, or. this way the correct 
sound stands out and assumes 
ity, were, instead being submerged 
within word. 

Not only must the sound element taken 
out its pattern and used 
syllables simple words; must repeated 
continuously. This stimulation may take the 
form various games and devices; but stim- 
ulation must be, even the extent 
“bombarding consciousness” with it. The 
book, Correction Consonant 
Sounds, Nemoy and Davis (Expression 
Company) supplies excellent stimulation ma- 
terial. Stories which each the sounds 
used repeatedly, followed questions and 
exercises, afford fine possibilities for concen- 
trated auditory stimulation. 

Following stimulation comes identification 
the sound being taught. The sound must 
made vivid and concrete possible 
giving both the correct and incorrect sub- 
stituted forms, identities, personalities. 
Names, traits, faces, jingles may utilized 
for this purpose. Taking names objects, for 
example, that make noises similar 
sound good method. may called the 
teakettle sound and jingle like the teakettle 
song Games and Jingles for Speech Devel- 
opment, Barrows and Hall, can used 
advantage for stimulation, identification, and 
even memorization when the child ready. 

The airplane association for the sound 
can scarcely fail strike responsive note 
any child, and corresponding poem 
jingle will insure greater interest still. the 
book referred Barrows and Hall are 
found some appropriate lines this connec- 
tion. picture colorful plane, mounted 
beside above such jingle will provide 
additional motivation for mastery. Short 
stories about the individual sounds similar 
those used connection old Beacon 
phonic cards might serve good purpose 
this phase speech even 
though the Beacon system stigma- 
tized many system phonics. 

Another part the ear-training procedure 
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that auditory discrimination. vital 
that the child capable discriminating 
differentiating between the correct and incor- 
rect forms his troublesome sounds. Many 
exercises may found devised for auditory 
discrimination. Reading-readiness manuals 
and books like Building Word Power Dur- 
rell and Sulivan include material for ear train- 
ing. The pupil must become alert differ- 
ences that recognizes them immediately. 


Produce the Sound 


After this fourfold auditory program has 
been carried the point accurate and 
quick discrimination, teaching the new sound 
may attempted. Since teachers often antici- 
pate this stage the corrective speech work, 
should not cause too much surprise the 
pupil still has difficulty when asked produce 
the sound word. so, ear training must 
resumed with new emphasis and stronger mo- 
tivation than before. Frequently, however.

see it. The pupil should shown the exact 
position the lips and tongue; should 
required use mirror, and given dia- 
grams sound placement for study. The 
child should told feel the vibrations for 
voiced sounds and given every possible aid 
facilitate success. the and sounds, for 
example, blowing feather paper while 
pronouncing the and getting the “feel” 
the will help gaining finer distinction 
between the two sounds. 

The final stage the corrective program 
comprises the steps designated strengthen- 
ing the new sound and follow-up procedures. 
Repetition the sound and words containing 
it, simultaneous writing and talking, checking 
jingles, and tactful supervision conversa- 
tion, all are valuable aids establishing cor- 
rect responses and insuring workable 
over everyday life. 


Case History

clearer relief the various stages the pro- 
cedure just described.

Mental tests given included the Stanford 
Binet test and the Goodenough test, the 
former yielding I.Q. 89; the latter, 69. 
Here again, reliability the scores was ques- 
tioned, can seen from the examiner’s 
notation: 

“The child’s emotional setup such the 
present instance that there much doubt that 
this valid test her potential ability, 
although probably fair index what 
she would this time from school-ability 
angle.” 

Possible causes the speech defect this 
case were diagnosed immaturity, especially 
emotional immaturity, possible high-frequency 
loss hearing the time she began speak 
because previous ear trouble, superficial 
and short attention habits, and faulty dis- 
cipline. 

The treatment given was line with the 
steps already cited. After establishing rapport 
means informal conversation, articula- 
tion tests were given, both picture cards and 
commercial tests being used. Clara Stoddard’s 
book, Sounds for Little Folks, provided pic- 
tures for additional testing sounds the 
three positions. The fact that the defects were 
uncommon and not the usual substitutions 
visible sounds for those not seen seemed 
indicate that the trouble was more than mere 
baby talk, that was rather part com- 
plicated pattern “infantile perseveration” 
careful notation had been made the specific 
sounds causing trouble, the child was made 
aware that she was making errors without, 
however, causing her become disturbed 
diffident. Various devices were resorted to, 
and care was taken use both the correct 
and incorrect forms particular sound 
make her sound conscious. 

Ear training followed, and some the 
work included discrimination exercises ranging 
from easily differentiated sounds those call- 
ing for finer auditory perception. The child 
was asked perform some designated gesture 
she detected differences tapping and 


clapping, for example, like and 


words sounds. Stories were told which 
the sound being taught was found new and 
meaningful settings. changed and more de- 
sirable version “Jack the Giant Killer” 
supplied drill for the sound its initial 
position, “fe-fi-fo-fum,” while the “huff and 
“The Three Little Pigs” provided 
words with the same sound the final posi- 
tion. original device, the sound wheel, ap- 
pealed the pupil more than any other. 
circular cardboard was divided into segments 
which were pictures containing the sound 
studied initial, medial, and final positions. 
The pupil spun the wheel, which was attached 
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stick, while the following jingle was re- 
cited, go, fast and slow. stop, 
stop top.” The teacher gave the name 
the picture the top, either correctly 
incorrectly, and the pupil made some sign 
discrimination and kept score. Later when she 
was able say the sound, she called the 
names the objects. “sound ladder” pro- 
vided additional learning incentive. double 
row pictures representing the sound studied 
the three positions was inserted either 
side the ladder, made attaching piece 
tagboard second piece cardboard, 
the middle which was fastened colored 
string, running from top bottom. mov- 
able picture girl representing the pupil 
was used climb the ladder. The pupil would 
tap bell make some other sign when the 
teacher pronounced words incorrectly. Later, 
she was permitted climb the ladder 
moving the picture attached the cord 
and down and saying the names the pic- 
tures either side. Success was rewarded 
with gold star her sound book. merry- 
go-round, consisting circular cardboard 
revolving spool, the top which were 
inserted sound pictures created further inter- 
est and drill work. 

give the pupil further incentive 
means individual competition and pro- 
vide visual perception the letters, the 
teacher used colored ring which was 
attached the individual sounds colored 
cords, increasing number they were 
mastered. sound book was compiled during 
the last part the session; consisted 
pages which were printed the sounds being 
learned, corresponding jingles poems, and 
pictures representing the theme the jingle 
used for identification. 

The book was given the child the close 
the six-week clinic period, and the mother 
was encouraged read these frequently 
the child provide auditory stimulation, and 
have the child repeat memorize them. 
was also suggested that the pupil continue 
look for pictures containing the sounds which 
she had attempted master during the 
summer.

effective poster this type can be. Use 
this very simple method make one. 

You will need sheet wrapping paper 
large enough cover the space you will use 
for the poster. Another sheet manila kraft 


some light colored paper the same size 


the wrapping paper that needed. The rest 
the supplies are scissors, crayons, stencil 
paints, and stencil brush. You can substi- 
tute dry paint and felt brush even use 
just chalk for the medium. 

Before you start make your poster talk 
your class about Thanksgiving. Ask them 
what they see outside the country this 
time the year. You may have poem 
two read them about Thanksgiving. 
you wish you can show them the picture 
the poster made. 

Now make the poster. Spread the wrap- 
ping paper the floor. Choose different chil- 
dren draw the different things. Before they 
start draw, talk them about perspective. 
this way: What looks larger you. 
things that are close things that are far 
away? turkey larger than child? 
that with everything that you will have 
your poster. Then you will have everything 
just about the right size. After some children 
have drawn the things the poster choose 
other children cut out the things. Cut out 
the part that you want have colored. 
These were the colors used. The turkeys 
were colored brown and red, pumpkins orange 
with green vine, corn stalks yellow and 
brown, grass green, fence black dark 
purple, children various colors. Thumbtack 
the light-colored paper the bulletin board 
and then thumbtack the wrapping paper which 
now your stencil over it. your poster 
put wall blackboard lay the 
light-colored paper the floor and pin the 
stencil place. With the medium you have 
chosen color paint the exposed parts. 
used stencil paint (like dry paint) and 
stencil brush. you can, would work 
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much faster you had more than one brush. 
stencil brushes are expensive, you may have 
did and just use one brush. The 
children will take turns using it. When all the 
stencil area has been painted remove the 
stencil. Your poster done. Like it?
